“As the war becomes more in­ 
tensive on the various foreign 
fronts," Dr. Macartney said, “the 
need for scrap 
materials

steadily increased." He declared 
that while collections of various 
types of salvage have 
already 
been made here from time to 
time, the expanding requirements 
of the war program have made it 
necessary to obtain much larger 
amounts of materials. 
'The American steel industry 
this year hopes to produce a rec­ 
ord-breaking 85.006,000 tons 
of 
steel—as much 
as all 
foreign 
countries put together can make. 
Our country alone this year is 
going to produce three tons of 
steel for every two tons the Axis 
can turn out. 
"To bring steel production up 
to the industry's full capacity of 
90.000.000 tons in 1942. however, 
our steel industry needs an extra 
6.000.000 tons of scrap steel for 
its furnaces. Every ton of scrap 
we can send them will swell our 
national 
production 
of 
tanks, 
ships, planes and guns.” 
City to Pick Up 
Sponsored by the local salvage 
committee, headquarters for the 
big salvage campaign in P a l m 
Springs is the office of the city- 
waste disposal department, locat­ 
ed in the city hall. Information 
concerning how to prepare sal- 
vagable 
materials 
for 
hauling 
away can be obtained by tele­ 
phoning 2202. the waste disposal 
office. 
In addition to scrap iron and 
steel, the materials to be collect­ 
ed include brass, aluminum, lead, 
copper 
and 
other 
non-ferrous 
metals, rubber, rope, rags, bur­ 
lap sacks, glass and fats. 
Here Is the Plan 
Salvage will be picked up un­ 
der a sy-stem developed by the 
city waste disposal. Here are the 
details: 
Metals, rubber, rags, rope and 
other salvagable materials iisted 
above should all be placed to­ 
gether in one strong cardboard or 
wooden box next to the garbage 
can. Have pity on the waste dis­ 
posal employees. Do not put sal­ 
vage in the garbage can or gar­ 
bage in the salvage container. 
Dump your old tin cans right 
in the garbage container; do not 
place them with the salvage. Tin 
cans cannot be used here, due to 
the fact Palm Springs is too far 
removed from a detinning plant. 
Do Not Separate 
Villagers should not attempt to 
separate the salvage materials, 
this will be done by skilled men 
at the city dump. It will be much 
easier for the waste disposal men 
if all salvage is placed in one con­ 
tainer next to the garbage can, 
as outlined in a preceding para­ 
graph. However, in the case of 
tires or large pieces of metal,

You Can Protect Yourself 


By DR. WARD L. MOULD 
M edical G as Officer. U. S. Office of C ivilian Defense 


(This is the last in a series of six articles about w ar gases, 
their characteristics, and m easures the civilian can take to pro­ 
tect him self against gas injury.) 
This article will present a few simple rules by 
which injury by war gases may be prevented or 
modified. If mustard or lewisite are used, the most 
serious injuries will result from the liquid agent. 
Therefore, during a raid, remain inside, or go in­ 
side if you are out of doors. 
Remember that war gases are heavier than air, 
and will cling to the ground. You can get awav 
from the vapor by going to the upper floors of a 
building and by avoiding basements and other low 
places. 
Even after a raid, it is better to remain 
inside the upper floors of a building than to try to 
leave the gas area unless so directed. 
Your air 
raid warden will guide you to safety when it is safe 
for you to move. 
Basic Rules for Self-Aid in a Gas Attack: 
1. Self-aid is the BEST aid for the prevention 
of injuries due to war gases. \\ ar gases are usu­ 
ally not dangerous if you take steps immediately 
to remove them from the skin and eyes. Effective 
means to accomplish this are in the kitchen and 
bathroom of every home. 
2. If you are inside a building, remain there and 
go upstairs. Do not leave your house unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 
If you are outside and not 
able to get indoors, immediately walk-—don’t run— 
to get out of the gas area. Avoid puddles oi liquid 
gas, basements, valleys and other low places. 
3. If you have been exposed to a war gas— 
a. Breathe through cloths wet with baking 
soda solution. 
b. Get inside a building if possible, but first re­ 
move your outer clothing and leave it outside. 
c. Wash your hands first, and then your face, 
with laundry soap and water. 
d. After cleaning your hands, wash your eyes 
at once with a large amount of a solution of baking 
soda; one teaspoonful of baking soda in a glass ol 
water. 
e. Take a bath, using plenty of laundry soap. 
f. Wash your eyes again with baking soda so­ 
lution. 
4. If splashes of liquid gas have gotten on you— 
a. 
Using small pieces of cloth, cleansing tis­ 
sues or toilet paper, blot up as much of the liquid 
as you can, being careful not to spread it. 
b. Daub the contaminated area with cloths 
wet with bleaching solutions containing sodium 
hypo-chlorite, such as CLOROX, etc. 
c. Follow directions b, c, and d, in 3 above. 
5. NEVER GET EXCITED. Lie down and cov­ 
er yourself with a blanket. 
Medical aid is on the 
way. There is no immediate serious danger from 
exposure to any known war gas.

Why does this column emphas­ 
ize the milk situation in Califor­ 
nia; there is danger of boring 
readers by too much emphasis on 
one subject. I also admit quite 
frankly that the writer 
never 
owned a cow, and could not milk 
j one if he had to, even though he 
will never forget the classic re­ 
ply to Senator Peter P. Myhand 
of Merced, to the Governor’s 
charge that he was a “reaction­ 
ary,” on which occasion Senator 
Myhand, a sturdy son of 
the 
South, rose and remarked that 
“HE still milked his cow on the 
RIGHT side.” 
The reason is that this is not 
only an example of what is hap­ 
pening and will happen to many 
agricultural products, but 
be­ 
cause milk is unquestionably the 
most important food product we 
have. It is so important that there 
is constant thought of declaring 
milk a "public utility” and regu 
lating it for the benefit of both 
producer and the consumer, just 
as power companies and 
g a s 
companies 
and 
railroads 
are 
"public utilities,” regulated 
by 
the California Railroad Commis­ 
sion so far as their methods of 
business and their rates are con­ 
cerned. 
Last fall, the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture asked the nation for an 
increase in dairy production to a 
total of 125,000,000,000 pounds of 
milk during the current 
year, 
1942. To put this in simpler fig­ 
ures, the secretary asked for an 
increase of 12% over the 1940 
production, and an increase of 
7% over the then estim ated pro­ 
duction for 1941. He said that this 
was definitely necessary to main­ 
tain an adequate supply of milk 
products, not only for our own 
use, 
but 
for 
lend-lease 
ship­ 
ments. 
I rise at this point to remark 
that we should also keep in mind 
that the secretary said, at that 
same time, that food will help

win the war and help write the 
peace. 
He asked for an additional pro­ 
duction in California, to increase 
our quantity to 5,100,000,000 lbs. 
of milk, which would represent 
an increase of 16% over 1940, and 
an estimated 14% over the then 
known figures of 1941. 


Goals were established for the 
various counties in California for 
1942. These goals were establish­ 
ed in terms of milk fat rather 
than in pounds of milk. The goal 
represented an increase of 10% 
over the revised estimates 
of 
1941. It was thought then that 
the increase in 1941 over 1940 
was about 8%, but recent figures 
have shown that this increase 
was only 2.42%. This in itself is 
important. 


Now read these figures. For the 
first three months of 1942, butter 
production was 16% LESS than 
during the same period of 1941; 
evaporated milk production was 
11% LESS, and only cheese and 
powdered 
milk had increased, 
each one increasing about 20% 
over the year before, which is not 
important here. 


In fluid milk, with which we 
are most interested, January 1942 
showed an increase over January 
1941 of only 67%. There was a 
slight increase in the use of fluid 
milk, over other dairy products, 
but this is only indirectly inter­ 
esting to us at the moment. The 
Los Angeles market, showed a 
DECREASE of 4%, in the total 
production of milk in 
January 
1942 as compared with January 
1941, even though they had an 
increase in the use of fluid milk. 
At that time there were 8.700 
dairymen in California. Informa­ 
tion placed before the S e n a t e 
Interim Committee on Economic 
Planning, of which Senator Rob­ 
ert W. Kenny of Los Angeles and 
I are the members, shows with­ 
out question that herds are being 
reduced or sold. This is partly 
due to the difficulty of getting 
milkers and workers, partly be­ 
cause some draft boards do not 
recognize trained farm workers, 
and particularly trained milkers, 
as entitled to special considera­ 
tion, partly because of the inabil­ 
ity to get understanding f r o m 
Washington in matters of farm 
equipment, and partly because of 
the increasing realization of the 
difficulties of getting feed. This 
last matter seriously 
concerns 
me. There is an attitude among 
some dairymen that there is no 
danger of a milk shortage in the 
Los Angeles area, because t h i s 
threat has appeared in previous 
years, and has always been met 
by an increased importation from 
the rich dairy areas of the San 
Joaquin Valley. I wonder if it 
has occurred to these optimists 
that 
there may 
be 
shortages 
there! 
This discussion will be contin­ 
ued in this column next week.

F.B.I. REVEALS KRITZER 
UNDER INVESTIGATION 
BY THEM FOR SOME TIME 


Cave Home First Searched in 1941 


By F.B.I. and Other Officers; Flares 


Reported Seen Above Desert Airport 


Federal B ureau of Investigation officials at San B ernardino have 
now revealed that their investigations of Frank K ritzer, or C ritzer. 
(police believe the name is Kritzer, although he used C ritzer), the 
desert recluse who early Saturday m orning killed him self and a t­ 
tem pted to kill three m em bers of the Riverside county sheriff's force 
residing in Banning by blow ing up his cave house on the M ojave 
desert north of Tw entynine Palms, began back in 1941. 
A t that 
tim e a party searched K rilzer's quarters and found no explosives 
or flares. 


The officers kept secret their'1’ 
investigation, 
which 
e n d e d 
abruptly w hen K ritzer 
touched 
off the explosives, which 
blewT 
him to bits, severely injured Dep­ 
uty 
Sheriff Claude M cCracken 
and 
slightly 
injured 
D eputies 
H arold Simpson and Fred Pratt, 
who had gone to his rock home 
to question him about the thefts 
of gasoline and 
dynam ite 
in 
W hitewater, G arnet and th e San 
Gorgonio Pass, particularly of the 
th eft of dynam ite and gasoline 
from the Southern Pacific station 
at G arnet. 
Flares Seen 


Behind the weird suicide is a 
story of m ysterious flares, visible 
at nights for miles across 
the 
desert. One of the reports came 
from a guard at the arm y glider 
school 
at 
Twentynine 
Palm s, 
some 20 or 30 miles south of 
G iant Rock, named from the rock 
in which K ritzer had hew n his 
three-room home. 
There w ere 
other happenings, which puzzled 
travelers and desert people who 
called at the rock home. 


F o r weeks, F.B.I. agents, arm y 
intelligence officers and m em bers 
of th e San Bernardino 
county 
sheriff's force had watched K rit­ 
zer from the hills above the dry 
lake where he had built an a ir­ 
port and sold gasoline and food­ 
stuffs to flying parties landing 
there. It is reported that a r m y 
bom bers often 
landed 
on 
the 
field. 


Officers searched the rooms of 
the 
K ritzer 
cave 
home 
some 
m onths ago but found no dyna­ 
m ite. They are now checking rec­ 
ords of the sales of explosives 
to determ ine, if possible, w hether 
K ritzer came into possession of 
the explosives legitimately. 


T he three officers, who w ent 
to question K ritzer, w ere saved 
from death only by the fact th at 
the connection w ith p art of the 
dynam ite 
stored 
in 
the 
rock 
home were apparently 
faulty. 
Officers who searched the rock 
chamber 
after 
the 
explosion 
found a cache of 170 pounds of 
dynamite, all wired with copper 
wires which had apparently been 
connected with the detonator with 
which Kritzer set off the dyna­ 
mite, wrecking the interior of 
the rock home and causing his 
death. 
Kritzer’s cave home has 
been visited by a number of Palm 
Springs people by airplane and 
car.

Seeking “the maximum safe­ 
guard against enemy attack with 
the minimum interference with 
private business and travel” along 
Orange county’s coastline, Super­ 
visor N. E. W est of Laguna Beach 
recently presented a resolution to ;

Pointing to the lack of uni­ 
formity now existing in the five 
incorporated cities and o t h e r 
communities at or near the coun­ 
ty's 40-mile coastline, West's res­ 
olution warned that there is pros­ 
pect of “rigid and irksome” re­ 
strictions on travel because some' 1 
have failed to comply with regu­ 
lations laid down. Such restric­ 
tions would impose unnecessary 
business loss and public incon­ 
venience, said the resolution.

1. The grade, first name, m id­ 
dle initial, and last nam e of the 
person addressed, followed by his 
A rm y serial num ber, if known. 


2. The letter or num ber of the 
company of other sim ilar organ­ 
ization of w hich the addressee is 
a mem ber. 
3. The designation of the regi­ 
m ent or separate battalion, 
if 
any, to w hich the com pany be­ 
longs. 
4. The A rm y post office num ­ 
ber in care of the appropriate 
postmaster. 
For example: 


P rivate John J. Doe (Arm y serial 
num ber). 
Company B 
212th Infantry 
APO 801, c/o Postm aster 
San Francisco, California 
The name and address of the 
sender should be w ritten in the 
upper left corner of the envelope, 
and sufficient space should 
be 
left to allow for endorsem ents by 
forwarding agencies if it is not 
possible to deliver th e m ail at 
the address given. 
It is stressed that the location 
of an overseas station should not 
be used, and there should be no 
reference 
in 
correspondence 
which might associate the APO 
num ber with the geographical lo­ 
cation of the unit. 
B efore a soldier leaves for an 
overseas station, he w ill be fu r­ 
nished an APO num ber and in­ 
structions th a t m ail be sent in 
care of the postm aster of a cer­ 
tain city. This inform ation should 
be sent by th e soldier to his fam ­ 
ily and friends so th at their m ail 
will reach him with the least pos­ 
sible delay. 
If the APO num ber does not 
appear on a letter, it is necessary 
to check the num ber and organ­ 
ization, causing considerable de­ 
lay. 
M ail addressed to A rm y p er­ 
sonnel at posts, camps or stations 
w ithin the continental lim its of 
the U nited States should show 
the sam e inform ation as prescrib­ 
ed for units outside the contin­ 
ental U nited States, except that 
the postoffice address of the post 
camp o r station should be used, 
preceded in appropriate cases by 
the A PO num ber if applicable. 
Mail addressed to A rm y p er­ 
sonnel on m aneuvers w ithin the 
C ontinental U nited S tates should 
show the same inform ation 
as 
prescribed as outside the contin­ 
ental United States. Prior to be­ 
ginning of m aneuvers, the Post­ 
Office D epartm ent, w ith the con­ 
currence of the A rm y w ill des­ 
ignate the postm aster in whose 
care m ail for personnel involved 
will be addressed. 
Soldiers are advised to inform 
relatives and friends of the cor­ 
rect m ethod of addressing their 
mail.
